The confrontation outside the 
Plains Baptist Church on Sun­ 
day. just two days before the 
election, prompted allegations 
that the incident was staged in 
an attempt to em barrass the 
Democratic 
presidential 
nominee. 
But the Rev . Clennon King, a 
60-year-old black minister and 
political activist who has sought 
the presidency through 
the 
Republican and Afro-American 
parties, denied that political 
motives caused him and three

The pastor, who said he 
disagreed with the resolution, 
had told reporters at a news 
conference earlier in the day 
that the phrasing of it banned 
"niggers and civil rights ac­

because the quote had been 
publicized throughout the na­ 
tion. the Atlant% Constitution 
reported. The newspaper said 
the move to fire the pastor 
would bo made at a church 
prayer meeting Wednesday 
The Rev. Mr. Kdwards was 
not immediately available for 
comment on the report. 
( arter and his family have 
expressed opposition to the 19H5 
resolution, which reads, ac­ 
cording to a typewritten copy 
the deacons gave to reporters:

The two most im portant decisions 
facing Michigan voters tomorrow 
revolve around Proposals C and I). 
They’re pocketbook issues. The out­ 
come of the votes on these two tax 
proposals can very well determ ine 
Michigan’s economic future and social 
environment. 
If “ C” passes, Michigan may bloom 
again as a state that attracts industry. 
If “ I)” passes, the trend for industry 
to leave the state will accelerate 
beyond belief. 
Electors who want to keep Michigan 
from becoming a totally bankrupt, 
easy welfare state will vote yes on “ C” 
and no on “ D.” 
Proposal C is an amendment to the 
state Constitution that lim its govern­ 
ment taxing and spending to 8.3 per 
cent of total personal income. The 
figure of 8.3 per cent was based on 
what everybody in Michigan made last 
year, and what Michigan government 
spent last year. 
Fat cat public officials from univer­

Proposal C is backed by 
both 
Democrats and Republicans. The res­ 
pected Citizens Research Council of 
Michigan has examined it carefully, 
and found it conceptually sound. In 
other words, it will work. 
Proposal 
D 
is 
a constitutional 
amendment that would replace the 
state’s current 4.6 per cent flat rate 
income tax with a graduated income 
tax. Its real sponsor, the United Auto 
Workers union, has disguised it by 
giving one year of grace in which 
couples earning under $20.000 wouldn’t 
be hard hit. But th at’s simply a 
cruelly deceptive disguise. 
After Jan. 1, 1978, the sky will be the 
limit on the amount of income tax that 
can be collected from anyone — fac­ 
tory worker or millionaire. Under 
Proposal I), the Legislature will have 
absolute authority to set income tax 
rates and the income levels at which 
those rates will be applied. 
The history of M ichigan’s UAVV- 
dominated Legislature dem onstrates 
beyond argument that it will lax and 
spend, tax and spend until there’s no 
blood left. 
The real victims of Proposal D, if it 
passes, will be families where the 
husband and wife both work, self-sup­ 
porting families who are trying to 
make it on their own. 
But also on the list tor heavier taxes 
will be the Michigan industries which 
the Legislature seems to delight in 
burdening. So, not only would passage 
of “ D” boost the working man’s taxes, 
it very likely would cut the number of 
jobs open to him by driv ing more cor­ 
porations out of the state to friendlier 
political climates. 
If voters don’t pull any levers 
tomorrow other than a “ yes” for 
Proposal Oand a “ no' for Proposal D, 
they will have performed a great ser­ 
vice for themselves and their state.

A Crackpot-- . 


But He's Honest 


HUNTINGTON, W. Va. - Ken 
Hechler has always been an un­ 
conventional, even a crackpot, 
politician. A Democrat, he has 
told his constituents of the 
corruption in his party. A U.S. 
Representative for some 35,OIK) 
coal miners, he has risked his 
life to expose evil 
in 
the 
workers’ union. And let it be 
recalled that although Congress 
raised its own pay in 1975, Ken 
Hechler still refuses the money. 
So it was early this year, in 
the autumn of his ninth term in 
office, Hechler. 61, confounded 
practicality again. He decided 
to run for the West Virginia 
state 
house. 
Moreover, 
"to 
make a point of it,” he insisted 
on running without fund rais­ 
ing, without an organization, 
and without compromising a tad 
to the anti-people politics he 
deplores. 
Naturally he lost. Idealism in 
politics is like Christian conduct 
in pro hockey. Folks in the know 
here still chuckle at the memory 
of the tweedy Hechler stumping 
the state in his red Jeep, talking 
of 
honesty 
and 
democratic 
process. Yuk. yuk. Ah, well. 
John (Jay) Rockefeller outspent 
Hechler $1.7 million to $30,000, 
and won handily. 


Actually, Hechler’s blasted 
impracticality defeated 
him 
twice 
in the primary. 
The 
newspapers convinced him he 
shouldn’t run for governor and 
Congress at the same time, thus 
he withdrew from the latter and 
thereupon forfeited one of the 
safest House seats in America. 
It was a noble sacrifice — but do 
you see now why they call him 
crackpot? 


Which 
brings 
us 
to 
the 
present. And Ken Hechler is at 
it again. Against the wishes of 
his party, and against the con­ 
ventional wisdom of his in­ 
dustry, he is campaigning for 
Congress as a write-in can­ 
didate. At best the write-in 
process is confusing to those 


with the franchise. At worst, it 
is too intimidating to con­ 
template. For example there 
are two ways of voting in this 
district, by i>aper ballot in some 
locations and by machines in 
others. Moreover the machines 
are not all alike. Hence, though 
Hechler has tried mightily to 
educate his supporters for Nov. 
2. many of them quieuy admit 
that, “Well, it’s just too much 
trouble.” 
At the same time, other voters 
have been worried away from 
the write in candidate by fears 
of spoiled ballots. Hechler’s 
principal rival, Democrat Nick 
Joe 
Rahall 
III, 
has 
told 
audiences that a slip on a 
write-in may invalidate an en­ 
tire 
ballot. 
That 
is 
most 
unlikely, but not altogether im­ 
possible. Therefore for those 
who feel put upon by machinery 
anyway, no candidate, even 
Hechler, is worth the risk. 
Still, if good work is its own 
reward Ken Hechler may yet 
squeeze in on election day. Not 
to slight his opponent, who has 
no 
experience 
to 
recount, 
Hechler is a man who gives 
politics a good name. In a 
Congress of rascals he has for 18 
years represented substance in 
the fog. 
Once 
an 
aide 
to 
Harry 
Truman, later a speech writer 
for Adlai Stevenson, he also has 
a PhD in political science. His 
district, then, is a classroom for 
populist politics. He teaches 
that a good congressman should 
be married to his job (he’s a 
bachelor), devoted to duty (his 
House attendance record is over 
90 per cent), and not too uppity 
(for refresher courses in every 
day Americana, Hechler has 
worked 
in 
cafeterias, 
dug 
ditches and emptied urine pots 
at hospitals). 
So it is that Hechler has very 
little going for him. Except he’s 
a crackpot. Considering the 
standard 
political 
crockery, 
that’s good. 


Carter On Court ¿wr. 


Open To Question!■* 


WASHINGTON - .lust about

only 
thing 
on 
which 
President 
Ford and Jimmy 
Carter agreed during their final 
debate 
as 
how 
swell

Supreme Court is now under the 
leadership of Chief Justice 
Warren Burger. 
Ford s support is predictable, 
since six out of the nine sitting 
justices 
were 
appointed 
by 
Republican 
presidents. 
But 
Carter’s approval is somewhat 
surprising. 
The Burger Court has con­ 
firmed many historic decisions 
made in the 1960s by the court, 
when its Chief Justice was the 
late Earl Warren, in the areas of 
civil rights, free speech and 
privacy, fair apportionment and 
the right of indigent criminal 
defendants to counsel. 
But 
the 
Court 
has 
also 
alarmed 
liberals 
and 
civil 
libertarians by steadily chip­ 
ping away at Warren Court 
safeguards to protect the cons­ 
titutional rights of criminal 
defendants and by restricting 
access to the Federal Courts 
through 
narrow, 
technical 
rulings. 
Arthur Goldberg, one of a 
handful 
of 
living 
former 
Supreme Court Justices, views 
this trend with deep concern. 
Berry’s World 
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Go forth, campaign, debate, get elected and 
do good things!" 


“Criticism of the Court is 
warranted,” he says. “Like all 
institutions, it is not free from 
criticism.” 
Goldberg, in a recent speech 
before the Washington Press 
Club, protested that now “there 
is very little left” of Warren 
Court decisions that a criminal 
defendant must J)e told of his 
right to counsel and right to 
remain silent before he is in­ 
terrogated and that evidence 
obtained illegally cannot be 
used against a defendant. 
“The rights of the criminal 
defendant do not share the 
majoritarian popularity of the 
reapportionment 
cases, 
the 
compelling morality of the civil 
rights cases, or the emerging 
popular appeal of the free 
speech, 
press 
and 
privacy 
cases,” Goldberg noted. 
“There is a great — and in 
many respects justified — con­ 
cern about the increase in 
crime. 
The 
fact 
that 
this 
increase has coincided with an 
expansion 
of 
constitutional 
safeguards for criminal defen­ 
dants has led some critics to 
assume — erroneously, in my 
view — a relationship between 
the 
two,” 
Goldberg 
said. 
“Moreover, “take the handcuffs 
off the police’ is a profitable 
political slogan.” 
Carter and Ford seem to 
agree about the political profi­ 
tability, all right. 
Carter, apparently referring 
to the Court’s retreat from 
requirements that a defendant 
be read 
his 
rights 
(called 
“ Miranda warnings,” after the 
plaintiff in the major case), 
said, “There was a need t0 
clarify the technicalities so that 
you couldn't be forced to release 
a person who is obviously guilty 
just because of a sm all tech­ 
nicality in the law And that’s a 
reversal of position by the 
Burger court with which I do 
agree.” 
There are two glaring flaws in 
Carter's position. First, the 
“technicalities" he mentions go 
to the heart of an individual’s 
constitutional rights Second, it 
would 
be 
contrary 
to 
our 
complete jurisprudential sys­ 
tem to allow the judge to admit 
evidence on the basis of his 
personal feeling a defendant is 
“obviously guilty” ; guilt is for 
the jury alone to decide.

Tells Action 
On Food Crisis

Positive steps toward a solution of the world food crisis 
have been taken during the past two years, according to 
David C. Bowers of Lansing, CROP director for Michigan. 
A World Food Conference in Rome which resulted in 
inter-government level action, increased information in the 
media contributing to a greater public awareness, and 
progress toward limiting population growth rates are 
among the positive factors, Bower told participants at an 
international potluck supper sponsored by Church Women 
United of St. Joseph-Benton Harbor Oct. 28 at First United 
Methodist church in St. Joseph. 
He complimented the twin cities area on its work toward 
informing the public of tin* crisis, referring specifically to 
a community seminar on food and population Oct. 19 at 
which Dr. Georg Borgstrom, Michigan Sjate university 
food and science expert, discussed the situation. 
Bower said solving the food crisis “ is the greatest 
challenge of the century.” Poverty is one of the mam fac­ 
tors for the lack of food, he said, noting that the majority of 
people in the world (7(1 per cent) make less than $2(10 a 
year. The problem is a lack of buying power or a lack of 
marketing ability, he said. 
India, which Bowers visited this year is an example of the 
economic problem, he said. He noted that only 20 per cent 
of the land there is irrigated and that through develop­ 
mental efforts food production could be increased sig­ 
nificantly if the money can be made available. 
In a slide presentation he showed how Church World 
Services development projects have helped cultivate the 
land and educate the villagers in India. The people of the 
villages help with the work, including building wells and 
tanks, and are paid with food. 
India, Bowers said, may produce less food, but what they 
do produce is done 25 per cent more efficiently than in the 
United States. Our highly technical farming methods 
require a great amount of energy to produce, he said The 
potential for increased food production is greater in India 
than in the United States, according to Bowers. One of the 
major factors limiting its increase is lack of money. He 
noted that India's over population is also an obvious lim i­ 
tation. 
He said that India is determined to solve these problems, 
pointing out its compulsory sterilization laws. After the 
birth of a third child sterilization of a parent, usually the 
male, is required. Government officials may lose their jobs 
if they ignore the law, he said. 
Bowers said the world food crisis is a challange to meet 
and there are several courses each American can follow to 
help contribute to the solution: 
• 
— Reading, studying and discussing the situation. 
— Supporting special hunger programs sponsored by 
many church denominations and putting more emphasis on 
community groups to do the same. 
— Raising the consciousness of the community. 
— Participating in public policy and legislation dealing 
with the situation. 
— Examining individual life-styles in light of the condi­ 
tions in which we live.

But He's Honest 


HUNT1NGTON, W. Va. — Ken 


Hechler has always been an un- 
conventional, even a crackpot, 
politician. A Democrat, he has 
told his constituents of the 
corruption in his party. A U.S. 
Representative for some 35,000 
coal miners, he has risked his 
life to expose evil in the 
workers' union. And let it be 
recalled that although Congress 
raised its own pay in 1975, Ken 
Hechler still refuses the money. 


So it was early this year, in 


the autumn of his ninth term in 
office, Hechler, 61, confounded 
practicality again. He decided 
to run for the West Virginia 
state bouse. Moreover, "to 
make a point of it," he insisted 
on running without fund rais- 
ing, without an organization, 
and without compromising a tad 
to the anti-people politics he 
deplores. 


Naturally he lost. Idealism in 


politics is like Christian conduct 
in pro hockey. Folks in the know 
here still chuckle at toe memory 
of the tweedy Hechler stumping 
the state in his red Jeep, talking 
of honesty 
and democratic 


process. Yuk, yuk. Ah, well. 
John (Jay) Rockefeller outspent 
Hechler $1.7 million to $30,000, 
and won handily. ' 


Actually, Hechler's blasted 


impracticality defeated him 
twice in the primary. The 
newspapers convinced him he 
shouldn't run for governor and 
Congress at the same time, thus 
he withdrew from the latter and 
thereupon forfeited one of the 
safest House seats in America- 
It was a noble sacrifice — but do 
you see now why they call him 
crackpot? 


Which brings us to the 


present. And Ken Hechler is at 
it again. Against the wishes of 
his party, and against the con- 
ventional wisdom of his in- 
dustry, he is campaigning for 
Congress as a write-in can- 
didate. At best the write-in 
process is confusing to those 


with the franchise. At wnt. it 
is too intimidating to eta- 
template. For example there 
are two ways of voting in this 
district, by paper ballot in some 
locations and by machines in 
others. Moreover the machines 


. are not all alike. Hence, though 


Hechler has tried mightily to 
educate his supporters for Nov. 
2. many of them quietly admit 
that. "Well, it's just too much 
trouble." 


At the same tune, other voters 


have been worried away from 
the write in candidate by fears 
of spoiled ballots. Hechler's 
principal rival, Democrat Nick 
Joe 
Rahall 
HI. has 
told 


audiences that .a slip on a 
write-in may invalidate an en- 
tire ballot. That is most 
unlikely, but not altogether im- 
possible. Therefore for-those 
who feel put upon by macUatry 
anyway, no candidate, even 
Hechler, is worth the risk. 


Still, if good work is its own 


reward Ken Hechler may yet 
squeeze in on election diy. Not 
to slight his opponent, who has 
no experience to recount, 
Hechler is a man who gives 
politics a good name. In a 
Congress of rascals he has tor 18 
years represented substance in 
the fog. 


Once 
an aide to Harry 


Truman, .later a speech writer 
for Adlai Stevenson, he also has 
a PhD in political science. His 
district, then, is a classroom for 
populist politics. He teaches 
that a good congressman should 
be married to his job (he's a 
bachelor), devoted to duty (his 
House attendance record is over 
90 per cent), and not loo uppity 
(for refresher courses in every 
day Americana, Hechler has 
worked 
in cafeterias, 
dug 


• ditches and emptied urine pots 
at hospitals). 


So it is that Hechler has very 


little going for him. Except he's 
a crackpot. Considering (he 
standard political crockery, 
that's good. 


Carter On Court 


Open To Question 


WASHINGTON - Just about 


the 
only 
thing 
on 
which 


President Ford and Jimmy 
Carter agrsed during their final 
debate as 
how swell 
the 


Supreme Court is now under the 
leadership of Chief Justice 
Warren Burger. 


Ford's support is predictable, 


since six out of the nine sitting 
justices were appointed by 
Republican 
presidents. But 


Carter's approval is somewhat 
surprising. 


The Burger Court has con- 


firmed many historic decisions 
made in the ISfiOs by the court, 
when its Chief Justice was the 
late Earl Warren, in the areas of 
civil rights, free speech and 
privacy, fair apportionment and 
the right of indigent criminal 
defendants to counsel. 


But 
the 
Court has 
also 


alarmed liberals and civil 
libertarians by steadily chip- 
ping away at Warren Court 
safeguards to protect the cons- 
titutional rights of criminal 
defendants and by restricting 
access to the Federal Courts 
through 
narrow, 
technical 


rulings. 


Arthur Goldberg, one of a 


handful 
of 
living 
former 


Supreme Court Justices, views 
this trend with deep concern. 


Berry's World 


"Go forth, campaign, debate, gat elected and 


do good things!" 


"Criticism of the Court is 
\rarranted," he/says. "Like all 
institutions, it is not free from 


^ criticism." 


Goldberg, in a recent speech 


before the Washington Press' 
Club, protested that no«- "there 
is very little left" of Warren 
Court decisions that a criminal 
defendant must be told of his 
right to counsel and right to 
remain silent before he is in- 
terrogated and that evidence 
obtained illegally cannot be 
used against a defendant. 


"The rights of the criminal 


defendant do not share the 
majoritarian popularity of the 
reapportionment cases, 
the 


compelling morality of the civil 
rights cases, or the emerging 
popular appeal of the free 
speech, press and 
privacy 


cases," Goldberg noted. 


"There is a great — and in 


many respects justified - con- 
cern about the increase in' 
crime. The fact that this 
increase has coincided with an 
expansion 
of 
constitutional 


safeguards for criminal defen- 
dants has led some critics to 
assume — erroneously, in my 
view - a relationship between 
the two," Goldberg 'said. 
"Moreover, 'take the handcuffs 
off the police' is a profitable 
political slogan." 


Carter and Ford seem to 


agree about the political profi- 
tability, all right. 


Carter, apparently referring 


to the Court's retreat from 
requirements that a defendant 
be read his rights 
(called 


"Miranda warnings," after the 
plaintiff in the major case), 
said, "There was a neejd to 
clarify the techiiicalities so that 
you couldn't be forced to release 
a person who is obviously guilty 
just because of a small tech- 
nicality in the law. And that's a 
reversal of position by the 
Burger court with which I do 
agree." 


There are two glaring flaws in 


Carter's position. First, the 
"technicalities" he mentions go 
to the heart of an individual's 
constitutional rights. Second, it 
would 
be contrary' to our 


complete jurisprudential sys- 
tem to allow the judge to admit 
evidence on the basis of his 
personal feeling a defendant is 
"obviously guilty"; guilt is for 
the jury alone to decide.

1 Don’t disapprove of what a 
child is — disapprove of what he 
does. 
2. Give attention and praise 
for good behavior — not bad 
behavior. 
3. Encourage and allow dis­ 
cussion, but remember it’s the 
parents who should make the 
final decision. 
4. 
Punishment should 
be 
swift, reasonable, related to the 
offense and absolutely certain to 
occur — it need not be severe. 
5. Throw out all rules you are 


unwilling to enforce and be 
willing to change the rules if 
and when you think they need 
changing. 
6. Don't lecture and don’t 
warn 
— 
youngsters 
will 
remember what they think is 
important to renumber. 
7. Don’t feel you have to jus­ 
tify rules, although you should 
try to explain them 
8. As your youngster grows 
older, many rules may be sub­ 
ject 
to 
discussion 
and 
compromise. The few rules you 
really feel strongly about should 
be enforced no matter what 
rules other parents have. 
9. Allow a child to assume 
responsibility for his decisions 
as he shows the ability to do so. 
10. Don’t expect children to 
demonstrate more self-control 
than you do. 
11. 
Be honest with your 
youngster — hypocrisy shows. 
12. The most important factor 
in your youngster’s self-image 
is what he thinks YOU think of

PLACEBO HAS ROLE IN 
TREATMENT 
My husband Is terribly ner- 
vias. He behaves like a cat on a 
hot tin roof. His doctor told me 
that the pills he had given him 
were sugar pills. What benefit 
are they? — Mrs. M.J.A., Pa. 
Dear Mrs. A.: 
A "sugar pill” is .known as a 
“ placebo.” The word is a direct 
translation from the I^atin, 
meaning, “ I will be pleasing.’, 
Placebos have been used in 
the practice of medicine for 
centuries. They serve a very 
important function when the 
patient’s symptoms seem to 
have no origin in actual disease. 
We, 
in 
the 
practice 
of 
medicine, know that in most in­ 
stances patients come to a doc­ 
tor’s office to have their symp­ 
toms explained, treated and 
removed. 
There are times when a pa­ 
tient’s symptoms persist and 
the doctor suspeets they may be 
of emotional origin. In such in­ 
stances, 
the 
doctor 
may 
prescribe a placebo in an effort 
to establish in his own mind the 
validity 
of 
the 
patient’s 
complaints. 
This is not a dishonest tech­ 
nique to fool the patient. Rather, 
it is a valuable tool that gives 
the doctor greater insight into 
the nature of the complaints. 
The patient, too, plays a 
valuable role in this “ sugar 
p ill” experience. By some au­ 
tohypnosis mechanism, relief 
from his symptoms may occur. 
Some people are particularly 
vulnerable to the effect of 
placebos It ’s an interesting ob­ 
servation that many solid per­ 
sonalities, unaccustomed to ill­ 
ness of any kind, may be the 
first to respond to a placebo. 
Many studies have been made 
by physicians and scientists. 
Some patients who. after sur­ 
gery, 
responded 
well 
to 
morphine reacted just as well, 
in a high percentage of cases, to 
a placebo. 
Your husband’s highly tense 
and nervous state may have 
given his doctor the suspicion 
that some of his symptoms are 
not as realistic as he believes 
they are. Mind you, this does not 
mean that your husband is not 
suffering from these symptoms 
His 
doctor, 
with 
vour 
cooperation, is making a special 
effort to understand the nature 
of his complaints and to es­ 
tablish an effective way of 
treating them

The programs are designed to 
provide legal services to mid- 
dle-income Americans who do 
not qualify for public defender 
plans and cannot afford expen­ 
sive lawyers’ fees. 
There are two basic types of 
group legal arrangements — 
those providing a minimum of 
service, such as advice and 
consultation, and those offering 
substantial benefits in both civil 
and criminal cases.

The Law Enforcement Asris- 
tance Administration, in a 
report issued Sunday, said of­ 
ficials in seven states that are 
part of a pilot program “ may be 
making inroads against’’ the 
cigarette smuggling gangs that 
are costing the states hundreds 
of millions of dollars per year in 
lost taxes. 
The smugglers buy their 
cigarettes legally in states 
which grow tobacco and levy 
low taxes on it. They are North 
Carolina, where the tax is 2 
cents per pack: Virginia, 2^2 
cents; and Kentucky, 3 cents. 
Legislators in the tobacco- 
producing states are loathe to 
raise the taxes for fear that high 
sales taxes will decrease the 
demand for tobacco and hurt 


their tobacco-growing consti­ 
tuents. 
“ You can see the tremendous 
profits to be had in buying them 
in those states and bootlegging 
them in Minnesota, with its 18- 
cent tax; Connecticut, with a 
21-cent tax; New .Jersey, 19 
cents; or New York, with a 15 
cent tax,” said George Stewart, 
executive director of the Inters­ 
tate Revenue Research Center 
in Indianapolis.

On Food Crisis

Positive steps toward a solution of the world food crisis 


have been taken during the past two years, according to 
David C. Bowers of Lansing, CROP director tor Michigan. 


A World Food Conference in Rome which resulted in 


inter-government level action, increased information in the 
media contributing to a greater public awareness, and 


\ progress toward limiting population growth rates are 
among the positive factors. Bower told participants at an 
international potluck supper sponsored by Church Women 
United of St. Joseph-Benton Harbor Oct. 28 at First United 
Methodist church in St. Joseph. 


He complimented the twin cities area on its work toward 


informing the public of the crisis, referring specifically to 
a community seminar on food and population Oct. 19 at 
which Dr. Georg Borgstrom, Michigan SJale university 
food and science expert, discussed the situation. 


Bower said solving the food crisis "is the greatest 


challenge of UK century." Poverty is one of the main fac- 
tors for the lack of food, he said, noting that the majority of 
people in the world (70 per cent) make less than $2(W a 
year. The problem is a lack of buying power or a lack of 
marketing ability, he said. 


India, which Bowers visited this year is an example of the 


economic problem, he said. He noted that only 20 per cent 
of the land there is irrigated and that through develop- 
mental efforts food production eould be increased sig- 
nificantly if the money can be made available. 


In a slide presentation he showed how Church World 


Sen-ices development projects have helped cultivate ihc 
land and educate the villagers in India. The people of the 
villages help with the work, including building wells and 
tanks, and are paid with food. 


India, Bowers said, may produce less food, but what they 


do produce is done 25 per cent more efficiently than in the 
United States. Our highly technical farming methods 
require a great amount of energy to produce. Ire said. The 
potential for increased food production is greater in India 
than in the United States, according to Bowers. One of the 
major factors limiting its increase is lack of money. He 
noted that India's over population is also an obvious limi- 
lation. 


He said that India is determined to solve these problems, 


pointing out its compulsory sterilization laws. After the 
birth of a third child sterilization of a parent, usually the 
male, is required. Government officials may lose their jobs 
if they ignore the law, he said. 


Bowers said the world food crisis is a ehallange to meet 


and there are several courses each American can follow to 
help contribute to the solution: 
I 


— Reading, studying and discussing the situation. 
— Supporting special hunger programs sponsored by 


many church denominations and putting more emphasis on 
community groups to do the same. 


— Raising the consciousness of the community. 
' — Participating in public policy and legislation dealing 
with the situation. 


— Examining individual life-styles in light of the condi- 


tions in which \ve live.

Dear Mrs. A.: 
A "sugar pill" is known as a 


"placebo." The wore is a direct 
translator, from the Latin, 
meaning, "I will be pleasing.', 


Placebos have been used in 


the practice of medicine for 
centuries. They sera a very 
important function when the 
patient's symptoms seem to 
have no origin in actual disease. 


We, 
in 
the 
practict of 


medicine, know that in most in- 
stances patients come to a doc- 
tor's office tc have their symp- 
toms explained, treated and 
removed. 


There are times when a pa- 


tient's symptoms persist and 
the doctor suspects they may be 
of emotional origin. In such in- 
stances, 
the 
doctor 
may 


prescribe a placebo in an effort 
to establish in his own mind the 
validity 
of 
the 
patient's 


complaints. 


This is not a dishonest tech- 


nique to fool the patient. Rather, 
it is a valuable tool that gives 
the doctor greater insight into 
the nature of the complaints. 


The patient, too, plays a 


valuable role in this "sugar 
pill" experience. By some au-. 
tohypnosis mechanism, relief 
from his symptoms may occur. 


Some people are particularly 


vulnerable to the 
effect 
of 


placebos. It's an interesting ob- 
servation that many solid per- 
sonalities, unaccustomed to ill- 
ness of any kind, may be the 
first to respond to a placebo. 


Many studies have been made 


by physicians and scientists. 
Sume patients who, after sur- 
gery, 
responded 
well

Americans are signing up for 
prepaid legal insurance, and the 
number of plans is expected to 
increase sharply next year, 
thanks to a provision in the 
recently passed tax bill. 


The programs are designed to 


provide legal services to mid- 
dle-income Americans who do 
not qualify for public defender 
plans and cannot afford expen- 
sive lawyers' fees. 


There are twti basic types of 


group legal arrangements — 
those providing a minimum of 
service, such as advice and 
consultation, and those offering 
substantial benefits in both civil 
and criminal cases. 


Among the states where legal 


plans have been established are 
Alaska. New York, Connecticut. 
Massachusetts. 
Arizona, 


Louisiana, Ohio, California, 


MuiK, Michigan and Wiscon- 
sin.

of 
collective

agreements. Fnilip J. Murphy. 
a California attorney, said there 
are about 123 or 190 such plans 
across the country. 


Murphy, who is the American 


Bar Association expert on 
prepaid legal plans, said that 
between 1.3 and 2 million per- 
sons, including union members 
and their dependents, are 
covered by the programs. 


He predicted that the number 


of legal insurance plans would 
double in 1977 because of a sec- 
tion of the tax bill signed by 
President Ford. Until now, 
there was a question as to 


whether employers' contribu- 
tions to legal plans and the 
value of any legal services 
received under the plans were 
considered income for the in- 
dividual. 


11 the Internal Revenue Ser- 


vice decided that this money 
should be reported as income, it 
would be taxable. That would 
have meant that a participant in 
a legal insurance plan who 
received services for which a 
lawyer normally would have 
charged (3.000, would have been 
required to report the 13,000 as 
income and pay tax on it. He 
also would have been required 
to pay tax on his employers' 
contribution to the plan. 


Now, said Murphy, both the 


employers' contribution and the 
value of the lawyers' fees are 


tax exempt, providing the plan 
meets certain standards. "The 
clarity of the tax position will 
make a big difference." he said. 


(Note: regular legal expenses 


paid by individuals are not tax 
deductible unless they are con- 
nected with the maintenance or 
production of income.) 


Even with the tax confusion, 


supporters of legal insurance 
had expected the plans to grow 
more quickly than they did. 
Because of inflation, however, 
unions concentrated their bar- 
gaining efforts on increased 
take-home pay rather than new 
fringe benefits. 


The legal insurance plans 


vary from area to area. Some 
plans limit participants to a 
small group of lawyers; others 
aliow individuals to choose their 


own lawyer, who then bills the 
program, much in the way a 
doctor or a hospital bills a 
health insurance plan. 


Statistics on tht- legal plans 


are difficult to find since the 
programs are relatively new 
The oldest prepaid plan still 
operating, involving laborers in 
Shreveport. La., did not start 
until 1971. 


Murphy said the number of 


union members usirvg legal ser- 
vices in Shrevqwrt doubled 
after the insurance plan went 
into effect. Ik- said about 15 to 20 
per cent of those covered by 
inwt collectively bargained 
plans use some legal service 
during the year.

Federal officials say they are 
"establishing a toehold" In the 
fight 
against 
cigarette 


smuggling. 


The Law Enforcement Asris- 


tance Administration, in a 
report issued Sunday, said of- 
ficials in seven states that are 
part of a pilot program "may be 
making inroads against" the 
cigarette smuggling gangs that 
are costing the states hundreds 
of millions of dollars per year in 
lost taxes. 


The smugglers buy their 


cigarettes legally in states 
which grow tobacco and levy 
km taxes on it. They are North 
Carolina, where the tax is 2 
cents per pack; Virginia, 
cents; and Kentucky, 3 cents. 


Legislators in the tobacco- 


producing states are loathe to 
raise the taxes for fear that high 
sales taxes will decrease the 
demand for tobacco and hurt 


their tobacco-growing consti- 
tuents. 


"You can see the tremendous 


profits to be had in buying them 
in those states and bootlegging 
them in Minnesota, with its 18- 
cent tax; Connecticut, with a 
21-cent tax; New Jersey, 19 
cents; or New York, with a 15 
cent tax," said George Stewart, 
executive director of the Inters- 
tate Revenue Research Center 
in Indianapolis.

Panel Seeks To Suspend Clergyman

executive committee of the Na­ 
tional Council of Churches 
wants to suspend Archbishop 
Valerian Trifa from its govern­ 
ing board because of his alleged 
wartime activities on behalf of 
the Nazi Party in Romania. 


Questions surrounding Trifa's 
alleged Nazi past surfaced three 
weeks ago at national council 
meetings in New York city. 
Trifa. of Grass Like, Mich., is a 
bishop 
of 
the 
Rumanian 
Orthodox 
Episcopate 
of 
America and an NCC governing 
board member. 
He is one of six Orthodox 
delegates to the board of the 
council, an interfaith associa­ 
tion of churches embracing 40 
million members. 
American .Jew ish groups hav e 
sought Bishop Trifa's removal 
or suspension, contending that 
his presence on the board would 
“ seriously 
compromise 
the 
moral credibility of the National 
Council.” 


Bishop Trifa currently faces 
revocation of his United States 
citizenship and deportation on 
charges of lying about his 
leadership in tin* Iron Guard, a 
Fascist youth group in Rumania 
said to have caused the execu­ 
tion of thousands of Christians 
and .lews during World War II. 
The- bishop has denied the 
charges. 


“ I am denying all charges 
that I participated in any crime 
or action as charged,” he told 
the Chicago Tribune by phone

The executive committee said

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MICHIGAN MAN MAKES CHARGES 
Americans In Soviet Prisons? 


By STEPHEN URBON 
NORWICH, Conn. (AP) — 
Soviet Union prisons now hold 
Americans captured during the 
Korean War, says a Michigan 
private investigator. 
* Theodore Greevers of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., for the past 
several years has sought infor­ 
mation on Americans in Soviet 
prisons. And he says he is 
becoming 
increasingly 
con­ 
vinced that the U.S. 
State 
Department is negligent in ef­ 
forts to rescue the men. 
‘T h e best kept secret in 
American government is the 
Americans being held in Soviet 
prison camps. I have private 


intelligence information there is 
a camp outside Vladivostok that 
houses veterans of the Korean 
W ar,” Greevers said in an in­ 
terview. 
Greevers, who spends more 
than half his working time on 
his probe, says he sent a 
telegram to President Ford six 
months ago. 
“ But the government can't 
reply. They know that they’ve 
forsaken these men. Somebody 
has taken the position these men 
are expendable and 1 cannot ac­ 
cept that,” Greevers said. 
“ 1 have probably some of the 
best private sources of infor­ 
mation of any individual outside 


the Iron Curtain. And there is 
plenty of documented evidence 
that American prisoners of war 
were taken to Soviet camps 
after Korea,” said Greevers. 
head of an agency called Fat 
Man, Inc. 
‘‘When the North Koreans say 
there 
are 
no 
American 
prisoners being held in North 
Korea, they’re telling the truth 
They were taken inside China or 
in the Soviet Union, he said. ‘‘It 
was well known that there were 
American servicemen brought 
from North Korea to a camp 
northeast of Archangel in the 
U S S R , 
in

1950s. 
but 
nothing was done about that. " 


U.S. Sub, Divers Recovered Missile 


LONDON (AP) — The U.S. Navy used a small nuclear submarine and divers to recover the 
top-secret Phoenix missile lost in 1,900 feet of water off the northwest coast of Scotland on 
Sept. 14. 
, 
High seas and stormy weather prevented the Navy from bringing up the*FI4 Tomcat jet 
fighter to which the missile was attached when the plane rolled off the aircraft carrier John 
F. Kennedy. A spokesman said the attempt to recover the plane will continue when the seas 
are calmer. 
A five-man nuclear sub equipped with a television camera found the 13-foot-long missile on 
the muddy bottom of the North Atlantic on Saturday. A remote control arm was extended and 
grasped the missile. It was raised to a depth at which divers could put straps around it, and 
it was hoisted aboard the sub tender Sunbird. 


Greevers believes the State 
Department won't investigate 
on its own because of diplomatic 
considerations. 
He says that if the govern­ 
ment won’t actively seek the 
rescue of the prisoners, that 
“ people involvement” is an al­ 
ternative He advocates forming 
a private foundation to increase 
awareness of the problem and to

about Americans being held in 
Soviet prisons 
—Robert Dumas of Canter­ 
bury. Conn . believes one of the

Greev er 
said ‘ then* is a very good pos­ 
sibility that his brother is still 
alive and being worked very 
hard in a slave labor camp. ”

DETROIT (AP) — Voters will 
decide Tuesday the fate of a 
five-mill tax increase that would 
allow the Detroit school system 
to restore programs cut last 
summer.

Hut a Detroit bank gave the 
system money to operate the 
boys’ football and girls' basket­ 
ball programs for this year 
only.

Northwest Territories village to

party in 
progress. 
“ They just came in and we 
welcomed 
them ,” 
George 
Porter, settlement m anager at 
Gjoa 
Haven, 
said 
Sunday. 
“They were pretty tired." 
Porter said reaction to the 
snowmobile rescue operation 
was low-key in this village of 400 
on y u m i Maud Gulf, 1,20(1 
miles north of Winnipeg. 
There were 15 Eskimos in the 
party that left 
in mid-Sep­ 
tember for a two-week trip. 
Eight were children, two of 
them under 2 years old. 
“ They're in good shape,” 
Porter said. “These people are 
old-timers. They’re used to 
things like this. It 's all the same 
to them whether they’re in Gjoa 
Haven or out on the land.”

Last Sept. 12. the Rev. David 
McClure told his congregation 
at Unity Church that members 
could take a $1(1 bill from 
church funds, turn their talents 
to increasing the sum and bring 
back the results in 50 days.

"They were pretty tired." 


Porter said reaction to the 


snowmobile rescue operation 
was low-key in this village of 400 
on Queen Maud Gulf, 1.200 
miles north of Winnipeg. 


There were 15 Eskimos in the 


party that left in mid-Sep- 
tember for a two-week trip. 
Eight were children, two of 
them under 2 years old. 


"They're in good shape." 


Porter said. "These people are 
old-timers. They're used to 
things like this. It's all the same 
to them whether they're in Gjoa 
Haven or out on the land." 


Cpl. Scott Wentzelt of the 


Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
coordinated the rescue effort.

Young, Georgia's only black 
congressman and a Carter sup- 
porter, said the incident might 
actually win Carter votes among 
black Americans. 


"If it was an attempt (to 


siphon votes away from Carter), 
it's almost certain to backfire," 
Young said.

JAPANESE SNAG RUSSIAN 'FISH' 


WAKKANAI. Japan (AP) - 


A 349-ton fishing boat reported 
that it abandoned its dragnet 
after it caught a submerged 
Soviet nuclear submarine that 
pulled the boat backward at 
high speed for about five 
minutes.

He said the incident occurred 


on Oct. 8 while he and his 26 
crewmen were fishing in the 
Sea of Okhotsk about 180 miles

"A black object 
surfaced 


nearby and to our astonishment 
it was a sub," said the captain. 


The net apparently snagged 


the sub's conning tower, he 
said. Then a Russian officer 
appeared on the deck of the sub 
and ordered the fishermen to 
cut off the net, he continued. 


Eiki Sato, one of the Daito 


Maru's deckhands, said he got 
his camera out and began 
snapping pictures of the sub- 
marine. The Russian officer 
yelled at him lo stop, "but 1 
managed to take more pictures 


by going into the cabin and 
taking 
the 
shots 
from 
a 


porthole," Sato reported. 


Japanese naval specialists 


who examined the photos said 
the sub was one of the latest 
model Soviet nuclear craft 


called "Type C" by the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
They said it is armed with 
eight nuclear missile launchers 
and eight torpedo tubes, and 
has a displacement of 5,000 
tons and a crew of 100.

Inventor Builds Solar 
Heat Home That Works 


By DAVE SCIIWEISBERG 
ITHACA, Mich. (AP) — Larry 
Brown is an inventor with a 
marked decree of confidence. 
Perhaps 
it 
is 
deserved, 
because at 24, 
Brown 
has 
singlchandedly designed — and 
then built, board by board, and 
beer can by beer can — a 
three-bedroom home that is 
heated by solar power. 
He put the finishing touches 
on it recently, and the home now 
stands fast, just north of this 
city 
of 
4,500 
in 
central 
Michigan’s Gratiot County. 
It might be quite an ac­ 
complishment for a man his 
age. So far, it works. But Brown 
lust shrugs. He’s been inventing 
things for years. 
As a junior high schooler, lie 
decided 
to 
improve 
his 
Monopoly gam e’s degree of 
chance by adding an electronic 
gadget of his own design. 
Some years 
later, 
as an 
architecture student at the 
University of Michigan, 
he 
wanted to escape the grating din 
of his dormitory He did so by 
building a sound-proof bed 


enclosure complete with air 
vents and stereo. 
Brown took a leave of absence 
from his draftsm an’s .job last 
year to devote full time to the 
solar home. 
“ I had to design it partly as I 
went along,” he recalls. “ But I 
already 
had 
the 
basic 
knowledge to build a house. I 
took a composite of other 
people’s ideas. It just struck me 
as being so darn simple that I 
couldn’t lose.” 
That 
simple 
system 
cul­ 
minated in the solar heating 
unit on which the house is 
based. The structure itself is 
reminiscent of an A-frame home 
commonly found in heavy snow 
regions. 
Its seven solar collectors 
change the sun’s energy from 
light, to heat. They are built into 
one side of the slanted roof 
Brown even placed his garage 
next to that side to use its roof 
as a reflecting shield, so that a 
maximum amount of rays will 
strike the collectors. 
Since all he has so far is an 
experiment, Brown plans to live 


in the home through the winter 
to test it. 
After tint, he hopes to sell the 
three-bedroom house and move 
on 
to 
another 
solar 
home 
challenge. 
“ I’d like to make a living out 
of it iust like anyone else, 
because I love what I’m doing,” 
Brown says. “ And there’s a 
wide-open potential here.”

Nobody tooted his louder during the stormy years labor 


came of age, or did more in the rearing, than the union 
leader with the eyebrows like hedges and jaw like a coal 
stove. John L. look on most everybody and most always 
won.

"Organize the Unorganized" and "Never a Step Back- 


ward" were the slogans of the ninth grade dropout who 
could quote Shakespeare and Scriptures to the low and Die 
mighty and tell an armed man to "take that gun out of your 
pocket or I'll shove it down your throat." 


The former coal miincr who dug his way to the top of the 


United Miner Workers and founded the Congress of Indus- 
trial Organizations battled presidents of companies and 
presidents of the United States from Wilson to Truman 
Feeling he had been double-crossed by one President, he 
said to his face: ''Nobody can call John L. Lewis a liar and 
least of all Franklin Delano Roosevelt!" 


He called Vice President-John Nance Garner "a poker 


playing, whiskey drinking, labor baiting, evil old man. 
About the best anyone could manage in retaliation was one 
company executive who stammered: "Mr. Lewis. H-I am 
not afraid of your eyebrows." 


Tough or courtly, imperious or impish. Lewis set the 


pattern that other labor leaders were to follow. He made the 
sit-down strike, which he said dated back to the builders of 
the Pyramids, a national weapon of the late Thirties. Even 
liigh school students in Cleveland sat down in protest that 
their newly arrived class pins "were a lot of junk." There 
was violence, often, but Big Labor had been born. 


Midwife Lewis was always In the news. In 1937. about 


four |ier cent of the stories in the New York Times for the 
whole year revolved around John L. But no headlines were 
bigger than when he pulled his men out during World War 
II contrary to a union no-strike pledge. "John Lewis, damn 
your coal black soul," cried Stars and Stripes from Europe. 
Unbowed, Lewis won but was magnanimous in victory. One 
day when lie found Roosevelt maneuvering some miniature 
ships on a battle map. he offered to send him a set of elec- 
tric trains for Christmas...

Now. on this Nov. 19,1946, Lewis has done it again. The 


government has seized the urines, but Lewis has called his 
men out anyway. He's demanding a 40-hour week instead of 
54, with no loss in pay. 


With a toss of his cane to the curious and a tip of his hat 


to a lady, Lewis, chewing on a cigar, drops into the lobby of 
Washington's Carlton hotel to read in peace about one of the 
few battles he was to lose.

His First-Aid 
Work Is For 
Birds Of Prey 


BR(X)KFIELD. 111. (AP) - 
Joe Zawadowski runs a first-aid 
station for birds of prey in a hut 
in a wooded section of Brook­ 
field Zoo. He says most of his 
patients have been damag'd by 
man and not nature. 
His 
rehabilitation 
work 
includes repairing feathers by 
inserting a thin bamboo pin into 
the hollow shaft of a broken 
feather and glueing it to another 
feather. 
“The birds can fly with this 
fake feather until it molts and 
grows 
a 
new 
one,” 
says 
Zawadowski, 27. who has aided 
fi7 birds since 1974. 
“ 1 saw the need for this kind 
of work when we startl'd getting 
a lot of calls at the zoo asking us 


to take birds that were injured 
or too young to make it in the 
wild,” he said. ‘‘The need arose 
because of m an’s disturbing 
nature. Most of the birds I help 
have been damaged by man, not 
by nature.” 
Zawadowski once served as an 
apprentice 
in 
falconry 
and 
teaches his hawks the art of re­ 
turning to a man’s wrist after 
flight. 
‘ They return because they 
develop a dependence on you for 
food,” he said. “ But as their 
time in the air increases, I 
begin 
to 
watch 
for 
their 
resumption of wild behavior. 
Signs of this culminate with the 
hunt, when the bird successfully 
pursues and captures its prey.”

scientific experts, but a critical 
policy choice for the American 
people.” 
An ad hoc- ‘‘Utility Waste 
Management Group” issued a 
statement that below or above

radioac'tive wastes can be “safe, 
environmentally am*ptable and 
affordable” with existing tech­ 
nology.

Work Is For 
Birds Of Prey 


BROOKFIELD, 111. (AP) - 


Joe Zawadowski runs a first-aid 
station for birds of prey in a hut 
in a wooded section of Brook- 
ffcld Zoo. lie says most of his 
patients have been damaged by 
man ami not nature. 


His 
rehabilitation 
work 


includes repairing feathers by 
inserting a Iliin bamboo pin into 
'he hollow shaft of a broken 
feather and glueing it to another 
feather. 


"The birds can fly with this 


fake feather until it molts and 
grows a new one," says 
Zawadowski, 27, who has aided 
67 birds since 1974. 


"I saw the'need for tliis kint! 


of work when we started getting 
a lot of calls at the zoo asking us 


to take birds that were injured 
or too young to make it in the 
wild," he said. "The need arose 
because of man's disturbing 
nature. Most of the birds I help 
have been damaged by man, not 
by nature." 


Zawadowski once served as an 


apprentice in falconry and 
teaches his hawks the art of re- 
turning to a man's wrist after 
flight. 


"They return because they 


develop a dependence on you for 
food," lie said. "But as their 
time in the air increases, I 
begin 
to 
watch 
for 
their 


resumption of wild behavior. 
Signs of this culminate with the 
hunt, when the bird successfully 
pursues and captures its prey."

Michigan 
Wine Is 
Also Hit

Michigan’s grape crop wilted on 
the vine this year. 
A heavy frost in late April 
wiped out nearly 80 per cent of 
the crop while the other major 
grape-producing states enjoyed 
a good year, according to the 
crop reporting service of the 
state Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Growers say it's put them in a 
“very delicate position,” with 
the 
happy 
exception 
of 
winemakers. 
Wine grapes, which pop their 
buds a week or two later than 
juice grapes, escaped the most 
serious damage, according go 
Richard Vine, winemaker for 
Warner Vineyards in Paw Paw . 
Still, the wine grape harvest 
was barely over half the size of 
last year’s. Will that mean 
higher prices on 
Michigan 
wines when they reach the 
market in a year or two? 
“You bet,” says Vine. 
The villain was the ice and 
snow that struck Michigan after 
a short period of warm weather 
in April. 
“When it was warm, the 
crops 
budded.” 
said 
Don 
Gerhardt. statistician for the 
agriculture department. “Then 
the ice and snow wiped out most 
of the primary bud. which 
yields the fruit. 
“We’re looking at one of the 
lowest crops in the state's his­ 
tory,’’Gerhardt said. 
With the grape harvest vir­ 
tually finished, the state is 
forecasting it will total 12,000 
tons compared to last year's

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 


Michigan's grape crop wilted on 
the vine this year. 
- A heavy frost in late April 
wiped out nearly 80 per cent of 
the crop while the other major 
grape-producing states enjoyed. 
a good year, according to the 
crop reporting service of the 
slate Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


Growers say it's put them In a 


"very delicate position," with 
the

of 


winemakcrs. 


Wine grapes, which pop their 


buds a week or two later than 
juice grapes, escaped the most 
serious damage, according go 
Richard Vine, wlnemaker for 
Warner Vineyards in Paw Paw. 


Still, the wine grape harvest 


was barely over half the size of 
last year's. Will that mean 
higher prices on Michigan 
wines when they reach the 
market in a year or two? 


"You bet," says Vine. 
The villain was the ice and 


snow that struck Michigan after 
a short period of warm weather 
in April. 


"When it was warm, the 


crops 
budded," 
said Don 


Gerhardt, statistician for the 
agriculture department. "Then 
the ice and snow wiped out most 
of the primary bud, which 
yields the fruit. 
" "We're looking at one of the 
lowest crops in the state's his- 
tory,"Gerhardt said. 


With the grape harvest vir- 


tually finished, the state is 
forecasting it will total 12,090 
tons compared to last year's 
55.000. Michigan's 1975 ranking 
as the nation's fourth-largest 
producer of grapes — behind 
California, New York and 
Washington — is likely to drop

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4Harmony ’ Key To Gentle Martial Art

- 
Takashi Kushida, expert in the 
martial art of aikido and 
teacher of self-defense skills to 
4,500 Tokyo riot police, was be­ 
ing threatened in downtown De­ 
troit by a man with a knife. 
The man was drunk Kushida 
could smell the alcohol. 
In the man’s hand was a knife 
with a Ion« blade. The man was 
making threatening gestures. 
Kushida, who has honed his 
aikido skills to near-perfection 
during 20 years of training, 
whose powerful hands can move 
with blinding speed to grab and 
bend the arms and legs of other 
human beings in directions they 
aren't supposed to be bent, who, 
in short, could have turned the 
man into an orthopedic basket 
case in a split second, acted in 
the highest traditions of aikido. 
He talked his way out of it, 
which wasn't easy when you 
consider that Kushida couldn't 
speak P^nglish at the time. 
Kushida’s behavior against 
the man with the knife illus­ 
trates the difference between 
aikido, known as the “ gentle’’ 
martial art, and the violent 
fighting skills in karate or self- 
defense techiques of judo. 
The aikido expert is interest­ 
ed in achieving “ harmony.” 
Granted, this harmony may 
sometimes be attained through 


the constructive use of pain. 
But the goal is the same, 
whether you achieve it through 
a flurry of Japanese or by put­ 
ting vour opponent in the hospi­ 
tal. 
It’s all a matter, you might 
say. of redirecting motivation. 
The movements, grips, twists 
and throws of aikido are the 
result 
of 
X00 
years 
of 
refinement. 
When 
properly 
done, these movements can ap­ 
pear more like dancing than 
fighting. 
Kushifa has taught his har­ 
monious martial art at the Flint 
Judo, Karate and Aikido Club 
for three years. 
Aikido students train in two- 
person teams. One member 
makes an aggressive movement 
and the partner reacts, usually 
by grabbing a wrist of a 
forearm and twisting a joint in 
ways nature didn’t design it to 
be twisted. 
The resultant pain instantly 
discourages resistance. The 
person 
enthusiastically 
cooperates 
in 
whatever 
maneuver 
his 
partner 
implements. 
Such pain-induced coopera­ 
tion, when properly done, leads 
eventually to the harmony of 
aikido. One choses harmony 
over a sprained wrist or a 
broken arm. 
The whole thing takes intense 


concentration 
“ It’s a tremendous mind- 
development experience,” said 
Curt Phaneuf, president of the 
aikido branch of the Flint Judo, 
Karate and Aikido Club. 
Phaneuf, a safety engineer for 
Aetna Insurance Co. is holer of a 
brown belt in aikido after prac­ 
ticing the sport for three years. 
“ You learn the basic tech­ 
niques,” he said. “ There’s only 
one way to do the basic tech­ 
niques correctly. It all requires 
harmony. Your mind helps your 
body learn and your body helps 
your mind learn.” 
There’s no competition in 


aikido. 
Harmony 
is 
everything.” 
“ Anybody can do aikido, old 
people, young people, women, 
children, because you don't 
have to be physically strong,” 
Phaneuf said. 
‘if you can pick up a 16-pound 
bowling ball, you’re strong 
enough for aikido. ” 
Kushida 
began 
learning 
aikido about 20 years ago. He 
now is a seventh-degree black 
belt in the art. 
Kushida . is 
the 
highest- 
ranking aikido practitioner in 
the United States and the 
country’s only qualified senior 


instructor. 
He plans to stay in the United 
States until he has trained at 
least one senior instructor who 
will continue traning programs 
he started. 
Aikido was devised 800 years 
ago by a Japanese samurai 
warrior who watched a spider 
capture a large insect. 
The bug wandered onto the 
spider’s web and as the samurai 
watched, the spider systema­ 
tically crawled around and 
around the bug, wrapping it 
tightly in silken thread. 
Perhaps humans could use 
such circular entrapment pat­ 


terns to disarm and subdue 
other humans, the samurai 
thought: He then fashioned a 
martial art that uses circular 
movement and precisely Inflict­ 
ed doses of pain for selMefense. 
Prior to World War U. aikido 
skills were taught only to 
members 
of 
such 
official 
Japanese groups as the military 
police and spies. 
These 
restrictions 
were 
removed after the war so that 
ordinary persons, 
including 
American servicemen, could 
learn the skills. 
Many 
of 
the 
Americans 
became 
interested.

DETROIT (A P) - A last- 
minute Detroit News poll taken 
over the weekend showed both 
Jimmy Carter and Rep. Donald 
Riegle gained on President 
Ford and Rep. Marvin Esch in 
their respective races. 
The newspaper reported in a 
copyrighted story Sunday that 
its Presidential poll results for 
Oct. 22-27 were so close it sent 
its observers back into the field 
for another look.

MADISON, Wis. (AP) — For 
Ed Manydeeds, the desecration 
of Indian mounds on the west 
edge of Prairie Lake in Barron 
County is a disgrace. 
, 
“ There’s a right of way for 
some power lines cut on one 
side, a road being cut on the 
other 
side, 
they’re 
all 
overgrown with weeds, there 
are motorcycle trails all around 
the mounds, and people have 
been digging them up.” he said 
Manydeeds, 25. a Sioux Indian 
who attends the University of 
Wisconsin Law School, saw the 
mounds while visiting relatives 
in nearby Chetek. 
"It really upsets me,” he 
said. “ That land is owned by the 
county, but they’re just letting it 
deteriorate ” 
Manydeeds, whose family 
moved to Ashland from South 
Dakota several years ago, pro­ 
tested the desecration of the 
mounds to the Barron County 
Historical Society. 
"I don’t want anyone to think 
I’m a radical or anything,” he 
said, 
“ but these are holy 
grounds, a cemetery, and they 
should be taken care of. The 
county wanted the land, but now 
they’re not taking care of it.” 
He calk'd the president of the 
Historical Society and sent a 
letter of protest to bring the 
matter to the attention of 
authorities. 
“ They say they’re going to do 
something 
about 
it,” 
Manydeeds said. “ I hope so.” 
Mel .lensen of Barron, the 
president of the Historical 
Society, said he is confident the 
county will begin giving more 
care to the six acres of land 
where the mounds are located. 
“ 1 met with several county 
boardd officials after receiving 
Mr. Manydeeds’ call,” Jensen 
said late this week. “ They as­ 
sured me something would bo 
done.” 
Jensen, who said the mounds 
probably date from the pre- 
Columbian days of a band calk'd 
the Mound Builders, said the 
county acquired the property 
last year but has not had the 


money to care for it. 
“ I think it will take in the area 
of $15,0(H) to $18,00(1 to erect a 
fence around the mounds, ins­ 
tall walks, put up signs and care 
for the area.” Jensen said “ I 
am hoping all this will be done 
some time in 1977.” 
He said 
he agreed with 
Manydeeds’ complaints. 
“ It’s covered with brush, and 
it’s been idle for several years,” 
he said. “ It looks wild But we 
hope to restore the reverance 
any graveyard should have.” 
Jensen emphasized, however, 
that his meetings with county 
officials to receive their as­ 
surances of action were merely 
incidental 
to 
Manydeeds’ 
complaint. 
“ His call was coincidental,” 
Jensen said. “ Whether he called 
or not, the same thing would 
have 
happened. 
I’m 
glad, 
though, that some people are 
concerned enough to call.” 
He said he is confident the 
mounds area will be restored, 
even though the appropriation 
must still be formally approved 
by various committees and then 
the full county board. 
“ I’m satisfied,” he said. 
Manydeeds, too. said he is 
satisfied, 
at 
least 
for the 


moment. 
“ The point is not so much that 
it’s native American land, but 
that it’s a cemetery. To us, it’s 
holy ground,” he said. “ If the 
county doesn't fix it up, I don't 
know what else I can do.” 
He said there are many Indian 
mounds scattered throughout 
northern Wisconsin, but rela­ 
tively few are being preserved. 
“ A lot of people find them on 
their land and don’t know what 
they are so they just plow them 
under, ” Manydeeds said. “ Look 
at a lot of these young Indians. 
How can they have any pride in 
their heritage or respect for 
themselves when they see these 
burial grounds left untended or 
desecrated or plowed under?"

Takashi Kushida, expert in (he 
martial art 
of aikido and 


teacher of self-defense skills to 
4,300 Tokyo riot police, was be- 
ing threatened in downtown De- 
troit by a man with a knife. 


The man was drunk. Kushida 


could smell the alcohol. 


In the man's hand WTS a knife 


with a long blade. The man was 
making threatening gestures. 


Kushida, who has honed his 


aikido skills to near-perfection 
during 20 years of training, 
whose powerful hands can move 
with blinding speed to grab and 
bend the arms and legs of other 
human beings in directions they ^ 
aren't supposed to be bent, who, 
in short, could have turned the 
man into an orthopedic basket 
case in a split second, acted in 
the highest traditions of aikido. 


He talked his way out of it, 


which wasn't easy when you 
consider that Kushida couldn't 
speak English at the time. 


Kushida's behavior against 


the man with the knife illus- 
trates the difference between 
aikidu, known as the "gentle" 
martial art, and the violent 
fighting skills in karate or self- 
defense techiques of judo.

Aikido students train in two- 


One member 
makes an aggressive movement 
and the partner reacts, usually 
by grabbing a wrist of a 
forearm and twisting a joint in 
ways nature didn't design it to 
be twisted.

‘in politics,” Dean Rusk used 
to say, “ we search for decisions, 
not conclusions.” Now we are 
faced with a decision whether 
Gerald Ford or Jimmy Carter 
should be the next president of 
the United States. 


As usual in these vital matters 
we 
can 
not 
reach 
firm 
conclusions on their relative 
capabilities, but in this world it 
is invariably necessary to make 
100 per cent action commit­ 
ments on the basis (if you are 
lucky) of 51 per cent of the 
evidence. Historians in the year 
2000, with all the footnotes in 
hand, can, with 20-20 hindsight, 
determine whether this com­ 
mitment was justified by events 
shrouded in our future. 


On this basis, I firmly favor 
the Carter-Mondale ticket. It’s 
no secret that Carter was not my 
primary candidate 
(I 
con­ 
sidered him the most conserva­ 
tive), but the stark fact is that 
he took my friends to the 
cleaners in the only game in 
town. We got licked, and have 
nobody to blame but ourselves. 


Some spoiled liberals, who 
always got picked up when they 
cried, can vent their aggression 
by voting for Gene McCarthy, 
unofficial leader of Liberals for 
Ford, but serious people will 
focus on the center ring. 
Here we have President Ford, 
a nice, genial man towards 
whom 
I have no personal 
animus. But personalities aside, 
is he a President? Partly as an 
outgrowth of the howls about the 
“ imperial presidency,” partly 
as a consequence of his life­ 
style, Mr. Ford has been at best 
a weak chairman of the board. 
Two examples: For over two

minute Detroit News poll taken 
over the weekend showed both 
Jimmy Carter and Rep. Donald 
Riegle gained on President 
Ford and Rep. Marvin Esch in 
their respective races.

its Presidential poll results for 
Oct. 22-27 were so close it sent 
its observers back into the field 
for another look.

Sioux Fights Desecration 
Of Indian Burial Mounds

MADISON. Wis. (AP) - For 


Ed Manyikeds, the desecration 
of Indian mounds on the west 
edge of Prairie Lake in Barren 
County is a disgrace. 
. 


"There's a right of way for 


some power lines cut on one 
side, a road being cut on the 
other 
side, 
they're 
all 


overgrown ' with weeds, there 
are motorcycle trails all around 
the mounds, and people have 
been digging them up," he said. 


Manydeeds. 25, a Sioux Indian 


who attends the University of 
Wisconsin Law School, saw the 
tnounds while \1siting relatives 
in nearby Chetek. 


"It really upsets me." he 


said. "That land is owned by the 
county, but they're just letting it 
deteriorate." 


Manydeeds, whose family 


moved to Ashland from South 
Dakota several years ago, pro- 
tested the desecration of the 
mounds to the Barron County 
Historical Society. 


"I don't want anyone to think 


I'm a radical or anything," he 
said, "but these are holy 
grounds, a cemetery, and they 
should be taken care of. The 
county wanted the land, but now 
they're not taking care of it." 


He called the president of the 


Historical Society and sent a 
letter of protest to bring the 
matter to the attention of 
authorities. 


'4They say they're going to do 


something 
about 
it," 


Manydeeds said. "I hope so." 


Mel Jensen of Barron, the 


president of the Historical 
Society, said he is confident the 
county will begin giving more 
care to the six acres of land 
where the mounds are located. 


"I met with several county 


boardd officials after receiving 
Mr. Manydeeds' call," Jensen 
said late this week. "They as- 
sured me something would .be 
done." 


Jensen, who said the mounds 


probably date from the pre- 
Columbian days of a band called 
the Mound Builders, said 'the 
county acquired the property 
last year but has not had the 


money to care for it. 


"1 think it wilt take in the area 


of $15.000 to 118,000 to erect a 
fence around the mounds, ins- 
tall walks, put up signs and care 
for the area," Jensen said. "1 
am hoping all this will be done 
some time in 1977." 


He said he agreed 
with 


Manydeeds' complaints. 


"It's covered with brush, and 


it's been idle for several years," 
he said. "It looks wild. But we 
hope to restore the reverance 
any graveyard should have." 


Jensen emphasized, however, 


that his meetings with county 
officials to receive their as- 
surances of action were merely 
incidental 
to 
Manydeeds' 


complaint. 


"His call was coincidental," 


Jensen said. "Whether he called 
or not, the same thing would 
have happened. I'm glad, 
though, that some people are 
concerned enough to call." 


He said he is confident the 


mounds area will be restored, 
even though the appropriation 
must still be. formally approved 
by various committees and then 
the full county board. 


"I'm satisfied," he said. 
Manydeeds, too, said he is 


satisfied, at least for the 


moment. 
• 


"The point is not so much that 


it's native American land, but 
that it's a cemetery. To us, it's 
holy ground," he said. "If the 
county doesn't fix it up, I don't 
know what else I can do." 


He said there are many Indian 


mounds scattered throughout 
northern Wisconsin, but rela- 
tively lew are Ijeing preserved. 


.. 
"A tot of people find them on 


their land and don't know what 


/they are so they just plow them 
under," Manydeeds said. "Look 
at a lot of these young Indians. 
How can they have any pride in 
their heritagc'or respect for 
themselves when they see these 
burial grounds left untended or 
desecrated or plowed under?"

deposit, of course, will be 
refunded when they take the 
bottles back to the store. What 
they don't realize is that the 
companies that manufacture 
beverage containers will have to 
convert all of their manufactur­ 
ing equipment to produce re- 
turnables. The companies that 
produce and package beverages 
will 
have to convert 
their 
equipment to be able to package 
in returnables. The costs in­ 
curred in doing this are going to 
be very great, to say the least. 
Do people really believe that 
these companies are going to 
absorb the increased costs. The 
costs are going to be passed to 
the consumer, as always. An 
eight-pack of beer or soft drinks 
for example, will cost with 
deposit and increased prices, at 
least 95 cents more. That’s al­ 
most a dollar more for an 
eight-pack that already costs 
enough. 
It w ill cost hundreds of skilled 
jobs in a state that already has 
the highest unemployment in 
the nation. The lost jobs will not 
be only in the can and bottle in­ 
dustries. The paper industry 
and other packaging industries 
will be affected, too. Some 
people say that new jobs will be 
created. Actually, jobs that pay 
$5 and $6 an hour or more will 
be lost. The new jobs created 
will pay $2 or $3 an hour. The 
number of jobs created will not 
compensate for the number of 
jobs that will l>e lost. 
It will cut tax revenues which 
will have to be replaced by 
higher taxes. Who is going to 
pay these higher taxes? Cer­ 
tainly not the people who are out 
of jobs and on welfare.

ARGENTINA DENIES 
FREEDOM OF WORSHIP 
Editor, 
Since the article by Alfonso 
Chardy on 
the banning of 
Jehovah’s Witnesses in Argen­ 
tina appeared in the Herald 
Palladium some additional in­ 
formation has been sent me by 
llie Watchtower Society. 
Up to this time then* has been 
no physical v iolence against the 
witnesses such as in Malawi, 
Benin, Mozambique and Zam­ 
bia still there has been a denial 
of freedom of worship. This has 
affected the over 31,000 wit­ 
nesses ui 604 congregations 
throughout Argentina. 
According 
to 
information 
received. President of Argen­ 
tina. .Jorge Rafael Videla signed 
Decree Number 1867 on Aug. 31, 
1976 which ordered “the activity 
of the religious association . . . 
prohibited in the whole territory 
of the nation.” The decree 
further stated that freedom of 
worship consecrated by Articles 
14 and 20 of the National Cons­ 
titution of course finds itself 
limited in the sense that the 
religious ideas should not imply 
the violation of laws or an at­ 
tempt against public order, na­ 
tional security, morale or good 
customs. 
Interestingly, according to a 
bill passed by the Argentine 
Congress in 1949 all religious 
groups 
except the Catholic 
Church 
were 
required 
to 
register with the Department of 
Cults of the Ministry of Foreign 
Relations. 
Registry 
of 
Jehovah's W itnesses was denied 
and in August of 1950 our work 
was officially proscribed. For 
live 
years 
»following 
this 
proscription, dose surveillance 
of the witnesses was maintained 
but, with the fall of the Peron 
government in 1955. pressure 
began to ease somew hat and the 
following year a national public 
assembly was held and was at­ 
tended by over 5.000 persons. 
Then in 1957 another national 
assembly was held but this time 
interrupted by the police who 


invoked the Public Meeting 
Edict of the Chief of Police. This 
abridgement of the freedom of 
worship 
and 
of 
meeting 
guaranteed by the Constitution 
was challenged by Jehovah's 
Witnesses and on March 14. 
1958, the sentence of the Chief of 
Police as revoked and eight ar­ 
ticles of the Public Meeting 
Edict were declared illegal and 
unconstitutional. 
The ban continued in effect 
but in the years that followed, a 
new building housing branch 
offices and a printing plant of 
the society of Jehovah’s Wit­ 
nesses was built and later 
enlarged, and many new meet­ 
ing places or Kingdom Halls 
were constructed. During the 
last 25 years, the preaching 
work of Jehovah’s Witnesses 
was well received by people all 
over 
Argentina, 
the 
active 
number of Witnesses growing 
from 1.416 in 1950 to 31.140 in 
1975. 
It is difficult to understand 
why this action should be taken 
after 26 years, when obviously 
no attem pt has been made by 
these Christians ‘‘against public 
order, national security, moral 
or good customs,” as stated by 
President Videla in his decree.

the

of 
Jehovah’s Witnesses is misun­ 
derstood. It is our hope that 
liberty will soon be restored to 
Jehovah's Witnesses in Argen­ 
tina.

SAYS BOTTLE BILL 
WORKS IN OREGON 
Editor, 
Before voting on Proposal A, 
the bill for returnable bottles, 
Michigan 
voters 
should 
be 
aware of a similar Oregon law 
that has been in effect since 
1972. The Detroif Free Press 
had an article last Sunday (Oct. 
24; with many facts on the ef­ 
fects of the Oregon law. 
A poll commissioned by that 
state one year after the law was 
enacted found 91% of those 
polled in the state approved of 
mandatory returnable bottles. 
90% said they do not throw re­ 
turnable containers away. This 
was verified by bottlers and 
brewers who reported a 95% 
return rate on soft drinks and 
85% for beer. People not only 
took the law in stride, they even 
liked it. So why all the opposi­ 
tion here? 
In oregon, pre-tax profits for 
can manufacturers, brewers, 
soft 
drink 
• producers, 
wholesalers, and distributors 
were down by about 5 cents on a 
six-pack of beer and about 8 
cents on a six-j>ack of pop. 
There was a net total loss of 200 
jobs in the entire state. A recent 
report by the Federal Energy 
Administration said that would 
not have happened if the entire 
country had a similar law. They 
reported a gain in jobs would be 
more likely with a national law. 
Full page ads have argued 
that lieer and soft drink prices 
will increase sharply if industry 
is required to convert to a re­ 
turnable system. A comparison 
by the Free Press at stores in 
Oregon and 
neighbor state 
Washington suggest that retail 
prices are essentially the same. 
The proposed Michigan bill 
would require a 5 cent deposit 
on certified containers and a 10 
cent deposit on non-certified 
containers. If people return the 
containers, the money is theirs 
once 
again. 
Non-returnable 
containers mean the container 
is 1 »ought and the price added on 
to the cost of the beverage. 
Tom McCall, 63 years old, a 
Republican, and governor of 
Oregon when that state passed 
its returnable bottle bill, rou­ 
tinely 
refers 
to 
industry 
spokesman as '‘liars.” Present 
Oregon governor Bob Straub, a 
Democrat, calk'd a magazine ad 
that claimed the litter problem 
was not affected by the law an 
“absolute, outright, bald-faced, 
incxcuseable 
lie.” 
A 
com­ 
parison was made of litter taken 
from 
two 
equally 
traveled 
roads, one in Oregon, the other 
in Michigan. Oregon's litter to­ 


tal was 37 bottles and cans while 
Michigan’s total was 336 bottles 
and cans. That's nine times 
more junk on our roads. 
Obviously, this is a non-par­ 
tisan issue both parties can 
come 
together 
on. 
Let 
us 
preserve this great land of ours 
and not cover it with asphalt 
and beer cans. There will al­ 
ways be* a few who will litter no 
m atter what, but it could be 
valuable to others rather than 
ugly trash. A child’s baseball 
cards and gum could cost a coke 
and an Orange Crush bottle.. 
Please vote yes on Proposal A 
for all of us.

PRISON SYSTEM 
NOT’ WORKING 
Editor, 
Because this is an election 
year, with various offices up for 
grab, the antics and rhetoric of 
most political candidates must 
be weighed carefully if truth is 
to be separated from pure 
sloganeering. The rallying cry 
in vogue this year, and used by 
politicians 
of 
varying 
per­ 
suasions. is that of “ revolving 
door justice now being enjoyed 
by most crim inal offenders,” 
i.e., the high rate of crime we’re 
now experiencing is directly- 
related to low bonds for repeat 
offenders, early paroles from 
prison, and mandatory good 
time being granted on all sen­ 
tences. 
Unfortunately 
these 
allegations, though they frigh­ 
ten the average citizen who is 
usually 
unaware 
of 
judicial/criminal processes, are 
not supported by hard and 
readily available facts. 
Court records, I submit, will 
show that most repeat offernder 
bonds are substantially higher 
than first -timers: moreover, 
having 
gone 
through 
the 
judicial/parole process I can 
truthfully say repeat offenders 
are not let out of jail on their 
own recognizance as some poli­ 
tical candidates are now infer­ 
ring. 
The 
general 
“ law-n- 
order” mood of the country, and 
politicians in particular, have 
virtually made early release not 
only hard to achieve but has also 
resulted in legislation requirng 
that a mandatory amount of 
time (at least one-third of the 
sentence) be served by all 
prisoners before the parole 
board will even consider them 
for release. Though there is 
legislation (or laws) covering 
good-time, 
each 
respective 
prison warden has the discre­ 
tionary authority to either grant 
or deny good-time based on a 
prisoner's institutional conduct 
record. Therefore, based on 
these easy to verify facts, the 
fear inducing allegations made 
by various candidates seeking 


office about ‘’revolving door 
justice” are patently false. 
The prison system as it now 
exists is not working. The ra­ 
tionale for our system of prisons 
lies in people's (often very jus­ 
tified) fear of crim e, and in 
myths 0f criminals as alien be­ 
ing: 
sick, 
corrupt, 
in­ 
comprehensible. 
Year 
after 
year, legislators, police and 
prison officials call for more 
money for bigger and better 
prisons. But while the money 
keeps flowing, the crime rate 
keeps rising. And it is my 
opinion that prisons do not stop 
crime or rehabilitate criminals. 
Their only function, again in my 
opinion, is to reinforce social 
and economic conditions which 
lie at the heart of our crime 
problem. 
When 
examined, 
rehabilitation, the public watch 


word used by most prison of­ 
ficials, is revealed as worse 
than meaningless in the face of 
the realities of “ doing tim e:” 
endless boredom; sporadic bru­ 
tality; therapy based on con­ 
tempt 
for 
prisoners; 
tranqulizers 
distributed 
wholesale to ensure passivity; 
token or antiquated training 
programs; petty rules; denial of 
even 
minimal 
civil 
rights; 
isolation 
from 
family 
and 
friends; virtual helplessness in 
the face of arbitrary authority. 
So you see, the concept of 
rehabilitation itself is ques­ 
tionable as long as prisons are 
controlled by people who have 
no respect for prisoner’s rights 
and self-determination.

Double Jeopardy Appeal

Convicted bank robber Marx Cooper has no formal legal educa­ 
tion. But in June he became one of only a handful of nonlawers 
ever to argue a case before the Michigan Supreme Court. And now 
Cooper. 45, is awaiting a court decision on the standard that allows 
prosecution by both the state and the federal governments for the 
same crime. The former elementary school teacher attempted a 
bizarre, unsuccessful bank heist on Dec. IK. 1970. In June 1971, a 
federal court jury in Kalamazoo acquitted Cooper on the basis of 
temijorary insanity. A month later, he was tried in Calhoun County 
Circuit Court on the same charges, found guilty of bank robbery, 
attempted murder and attempted armed robbery and sentenced to 
5 to 25 years in prison. The evidence and the witnesses in both 
trials were virtually the same, Cooper said. ‘‘I just knew it wasn't 
right for a person to be tried and found innocent of a crime, then 
tried again for the same crime and thrown in jail,” he said. So 
Cooper fought his case and in June appeared before the Michigan 
Supreme Court. The court’s decision is still months away. 


Dissident Unionists Sue 


DETROIT (AP) — Alleging that voting rules were rigged and 
vote totals padded, dissident skilled tradesmen in the United Auto 
Workers Union have filed suit in U.S. District Court to block the 
agreement between the Ford Motor Co. and the union. The suit 
says the union permitted voting irregularities to occur during the 
ratification process of the tentative agreement hamm ered out 
lietween top UAW bargainers and Ford officials. The suit alleges 
I AW President Leonard Woodcock and two other UAW officials 
padded the yes votes “ so as to assure ratification of the 
agreement.” Half a dozen skilled tradesmen at Ford's Local 600 in 
Dearborn filed the suit and alleged the unit rule should have been 
us^l during a ratification vote that ended the 28-day strike earlier 
tins month. The one-man. one-vote rule was used during ratifica­ 
tion. The final vote for skills! trades was S.957 to S.468. The suit 
claims that if the unit rule had been used, skilled tradesmen would 
have voted down the agreement, 8,151 to 4,403.

(AP) — A former legislator is suing the man 
who replaced him. claiming that state Rep. Thomas Holcomb's 
campaign ads defamed his character. Frederick L. Stackable 
asked $100,000 damages in a suit filed in Ingham County Circuit 
Court. He said in a statement he's tired of being used as a 
“campaign gimmick” by Holcomb. He w as referring to campaign 
ads saying Holcomb’s predecessor from the 58th District spent all 
his expense money while in the legislature. Stackable, an attorney 
who retired from the House in 1974, says that’s a lie. Holcomb 
said public records prove his predecessor spent all his expense 
money. He said the ads never mentioned Stackable by name, and 
said the ads are intended to highlight the fact that he hasn’t spent 
any of his expense money.

in the deposit they must pay on 
returnable bottles; and this 
deposit, of course, \vill be 
refunded when they take the 
bottles back to the store. What 
they don't realize is that the 
companies that manufacture 
beverage containers will have to 
convert all of their manufactur- 
ing equipment to produce re- 
turnables. The companies that 
produce and package beverages 
will have to convert their 
equipment to be able to package 
in returnables. The costs in- 
curred in doing this are going to 
be very great, to say the least. 
Do people jeally believe that 
these companies are going to 
absorb the increased costs. The 
costs are going to be passed to 
the consumer, as always. An 
eight-pack of beer or soft drinks 
for example, will cost with 
deposit and increased prices, at 
least 95 cents more. That's al- 
most a dollar more for an 
eight-pack that already costs 
enough. 


It will cost hundreds of skilled 


jobs in a slate that already has 
(he highest unemployment in 
the nation. The lost jobs will not 
l)e only in the can and bottle in- 
dustries. The paper industry 
and other packaging industries 
will be affected, too. Some 
people say that new jobs will be 
created. Actually, jobs that pay 
85 and S6 an hour or more will 
be lost. The new jobs created 
will pay S2 or S3 an hour. The 
number of jobs created will not 
compensate for the number of 
jobs that will be lost. 


It will cut tax revenues which 


will have to be. replaced by 
higher taxes. Who is going to 
pay these higher taxes? Cer- 
tainly not the people who are out 
of jobs and on welfare. 


I admit the goals of this 


proposal sound good.-but the 
price is just too high for. the lit- 
tle that would be achieved. And 
I. for onev don't think we can 
afford it.

ARGENTINA DENIES 


• 
FHEEDOM OF WORSHIP 


Editor, 


Since the article by Alfonso 


Chardy on the banning of 
Jehovah's Witnesses in Argen- 
tina appeared in the Herald 
Palladium some additional in- 
formation has been sent me by 
the Watchtower Society. 


Cp to this time there has been 


no physical violence against the 
witnesses such as in Malawi, 
Benin. Mozambique and Zam- 
bia stili there has been a denial 
of freedom of worship. This has 
affected the over 31.(1(10 wit- 
nesses ui 604 congregations 
throughout Argentina. 


According 
to information 


received. President of Argen- 
tina, Jorge Rafael Videla signed 
Decree Number 1S67 on Aug. 31. 
1976 which ordered "the activity 
of the religious association . . . 
prohibited in the whole territory 
of the nation." The decree 
further stated that freedom of 
worship consecrated by Articles 
H and 2(1 of the National Cons- 
titution of course finds itself 
limited in the sense that the 
religions ideas should not imply 
the violation of laws or an al- 
tompl against public order, na- 
tional security, morale or good 
customs. 


Interestingly, according HI a 


bill passed by the Argentine 
Congress in 1949 all religious 
groups except the Catholic 
Church 
were 
required 
to 


register with the Department of 
Cults of the Ministry of Foreign 
Relations. 
Registry 
. of 


Jehovah's Witnesses was denied 
and in August of 195(1 our work 
was officially proscribed. For 
five 
years -following 
this 


proscription, close surveillance 
of the witnesses was maintained 
but. with the fall of the Peron 
government in 1955. pressure 
began to ease somewhat and the 


' following year a national public 


assembly was held and was at- 
tended by over 5,11(10 persons. 


Then in 1957 another national 


assembly was held but this time 
interrupted by the police who 


invoked the Public Meeting 
Edict of the Chief of Police. This 
abridgement of the freedom of 
worship 
and 
of 
meeting 


guaranteed by the Constitution 
was challenged by Jehovah's 
Witnesses and on March 14, 
1958, the sentence of the Chief of 
Police as revoked and eight ar- 
ticles of the Public Meeting 
Edict were declared illegal and 
unconstitutional. 


The ban continued in effect 


but in the years that, followed, a 
new building housing branch 
offices and a printing plant of 
the society of Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses was built and later 
enlarged, and many new meet- 
ing places or Kingdom Halls 
were constructed. During the 
last 25 years, the preaching 
work of Jehovah's Witnesses 
was well received by people all 
over Argentina, the active- 
number of Witnesses growing 
from 1.416 in 1950 to 31,140 in 
1975. 


It is difficult to understand 


why this action should be taken 
after 26 years, when obviously 
no attempt, has been made by 
these Christians "against public 
order, national security, moral 
or good customs." as stated by 
President Videla in his decree- 
Obviously 
the 
position .of 


Jehovah's Witnesses is misun- 
derstood. It is our hope that 
liberty will soon Ire restored to 
Jehovah's Witnesses in Argen- 
tina.

SAYS BOTTLE BILL 
WORKS IN OREGON 


' Editor, 


Before voting on Proposal A, 


the bill for returnable bottles, 
Michigan voters should be 
aware of a similar Oregon law 
that has been in effect since 
1972. The Detroif Free Press 
had an article last Sunday (Oct. 
24) with many facts on tluref- 
fccts of the Oregon law. 


A poll commissioned by that 


state one year after the law was 
enacted found 91% of those 
polled in the state approved of 
mandatory returnable bottles. 
.90% said they do not throw re- 
turnable containers away. This 
was verified by bottlers and 
brewers who reported a 95% 
return rate on soft drinks and 
85% for beer. People not only- 
look the law in stride, they even 
liked it. So why all the opposi- 
tion here? 


In Oregon, pre-tax profits for 


can manufacturers, brewers, 
soft 
drink 
• producers, 


wholesalers, and distributors 
were down by about 5 cents on a 
six-pack of beer and about 8 
cents on a six-j>ack of pop. 
There was a net total loss of 2(1(1 
jobs in the entire state. A recent 
report by the Federal Energy 
Administration said that would 
not have happened if the entire 
country had a similar law. They 
reported a gain in jobs would be 
more likely with a national law. 


Full page ads have argued 


that beer and soft'drink prices 
will increase sharply if industry 
is required to convert to a re- 
turnable system. A comparison 
by the Free Press at stores in 
Oregon and neighbor state 
Washington suggest that retail 
prices are essentially the same. 


The proposed Michigan bill 


would require a 5 cent deposit 
on certified containers and a 10 
cent deposit on non-certified 
containers. If people return the 
containers, the money is theirs 
once again. 
Non-returnable 


containers mean the container 
is bought and the price added on 
to the cost of the beverage. 


Tom McCall, 63 years old, a 


Republican, and governor of 
Oregon when that state passed 
its returnable bottle bill, rou- 
tinely 
refers 
to 
industry 


spokesman as "liars." Present 
Oregon governor B*ob Straub. a 
Democrat, called a magazine ad 
that claimed the litter problem 
was not affected by the law an 
"absolute, outright, bald-faced, 
incxcuseable lie." 
A com- 


parison was made of litter taken 
from 
two equally traveled 


roads, one in Oregon, the other 
in Michigan. Oregon's litter to- 


tal was 37 bottles and cans while 
Michigan's total was 336 bottles 
and cans. That's nine times 
more junk on our roads. 


Obviously, this is a non-par- 


tisan issue both parties can 
come together on. Let us 
preserve this great land of ours 
and not cover it with asphalt 
and beer cans. There will al- 
ways be a few who will litter no 
matter what, but it could be 
valuable to others rather than 
ugly trash. A child's baseball 
cards and gum could cost a coke 
and an Orange Crush bottle.t 
Please vote yes on Proposal A 
for all of us.

•NOT' WORKING

Because this is an election 


year, .with various offices up for 
grab, the antics and rhetoric of 
most political candidates must 
be weighed carefully if truth is 
to be separated from pure 
sloganeering. The rallying cry 
in vogue this year, and used by 
politicians of varying

suasions, is that of "revolving 
door justice now being enjoyed 
by most criminal offenders," 
i.e., the high rate of crime we're 
now experinencing is directly 
related .to low bonds for repeat 
offenders, early paroles from 
prison, and mandatory good 
time being granted on all sen- 
tences. 
Unfortunately 
these 


allegations, though they frigh- 
ten the average citizen who is 
usually 
unaware 
of 


judicial/criminal processes, are 
not supported by hard and 
readily available facts. 


Court records, i submit, will 


show that most repeat offernder 
bonds are substantially higher 
than first 'timers; moreover, 
having 
gone 
through 
the 


judicial/parole process I can 


> truthfully say repeat offenders 


are not let out of jail on their 
own recognizance as some poli- 
tical candidates are now infer- 
ring. The general "law-n- 
order" mood of the country, and 
politicians in particular, have 
virtually made early release not 
only hard to achieve but has also 
resulted in legislation requirng 
that a mandatory amount of 
time (at least one-third of the 
sentence) be served by all 
prisoners before the parole 
board will even consider them 
for release. Though there is 
legislation (or laws) covering

prison warden has the discre- 
tionary authority to either grant 
or deny good-time based on a 
prisoner's institutional conduct 
record.

ficials, is revealed as worse 
than meaningless in the face of 
the realities of "doing time:"

wholesale to ensure passivity; 
token or antiquated training 
programs; petty rules; denial of 
even minimal civil rights;

Convicted bank robber Marx- Cooper has no formal legal educa- 


tion. But in June he became one of only a handful of nonlawers 
ever to argue a case before the Michigan Supreme Court. And now 
Cooper. 45. is awaiting a court decision on the standard that allo>ys 
prosecution by both the state and the federal governments for the 
same crime. The former elementary school teacher attempted a 
bizarre, unsuccessful bank heist on Dec. 18,1970.

MENOMINEE, Mich (AP) - 
In the back of people’s minds 
they already knew. 
The tall ship Krawan didn't 
have a healthy spirit. It was 
facing the North Atlantic after it 
had been captive in the Great 
Lakes 
into October and 
if 
superstition held, it wouldn’t 
make it home. 
Last week word came back 
that the ship was aground off 
the coast of Nova Scotia. She 
had been abandoned and was 
breaking up in a gale. 
The crew is safe, but the 
Krawan is finish«*«! 
The ship went aground off a 
small fishing village on the 
Nova Scotia coast. It was dark 
when they hit. 
The crew had joked about be­ 
ing jinxed during their forced 
stay in Menominee. They said 
today that the feeling was still 
alive. 
“ We definitely felt it ever 
since we came into the lakes,” 
said Bob Haberman, the ship's 
liason. “ There’s just lx*en cons­ 
tant problems. It just hasn't let 


i i | ' " 
Haberman said the month 
delay in Menominee hurt. He 


said it had tired and frustrated 
the crew, and especially the 
captain. 
The month’s delay also put 
them into the jaws of the North 
Atlantic in October. 
“ After we hit, the captain said 
the problems were too much,’’ 
Haberman said. “ He said it was 
just too tiring, too hard on the 
crew.” 
Indeed, it has been too hard. 
Boris Gaume, who has been 
with the Erawan for as long as 
its owner. Phillippe Esnos, is 
giving up the sea. And Esnos 
himself is thinking hard about 
quitting, Haberman said. He’s 
going to stay on land for awhile 
and think about it. 


The ship was on its last day of 
inland sailing, locked into the 
lakes which the crew was so 
anxious to leave. 


The ship had put into the 
village 
of 
Canso 
on 
the 
Shedabueto Bay to put their last 
pilot on shore. They had headed 
back to the sea lanes when they 
struck 
rocks 
off 
Derabies 
Island. 
“ We were confused by the 
lights,” Haberman said. “ We 
didn’t hit all that hard, but I 


think that running aground of 
Algoma, Mich, weakened her. 
We just couldn't pull her off.” 
The ship had been damaged 
after hitting a reef on its way to 
Sturgeon Bay, W'is., at the end 
of August. 
In the words of a custom of­ 
ficial in Canso to check the 
crew, “ It's a bleak place, even 
for Nova Scotia. Today the 
winds are fierce, and it’s rain­ 
ing. It’s bleak, very bleak. 
“ I was looking at the charts 
and we were like a mile from 
freedom when we hit,” Haber­ 
man said. “ There was the big 
ocean, a mile away. We were all 


so anxious.” 
The weather before the ship 
ran aground had been cruel, 
Haberman said. They hit 50knot 
winds and 30-foot waves in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence. Less than 
150 miles from the Erawan, a 
tanker lost 11 crewmembers. 
When 
Esnos 
made 
the 
decision to abandon the barken- 
tine, built for hauling cargo in 
the distant Baltic Sea. the crew 
and captain were taken ashore 
by a small fishing boat, “ Pa­ 
trick’s Pride.” 
The crew will split up now. 
Their adventure aboard the 
dowdy tall ship is over, and Es­ 


nos, for the first time in four 
years, is without a ship. 
The Erawan, he said, carried 
between $300,000 and $400,000 in 
insurance, but that isn’t enough 
to cover the cost of the ship. 
Meanwhile, Haberman. a re­ 
tired professor, is returning 
home to Long Island, to think.' 
“ I 
never want 
to repeat 
anything like this again,” he 
said. 
When the ship was locked into 
the Great Lakes, Esnos grew 
angry at having to deal with 
government officials. Now that 
he has lost his ship, he is finding 
no solitude for his grief.

Was Tall Ship Erawan Jinxed? 


By PAT EGAN 


MENOMINEE, Mich. (AP) - 


In the back of people's minds 
they already knew. 


Vhe tall ship Erawan didn't 


have a healthy spirit. It was 
facing the North Atlantic after it 
had been captive in the Great 
Lakes into October and if 
superstition held, it wouldn't 
make il home. 


Last week word came back 


Dial (he ship was aground off 
the coast of \ova Scotia. She 
had been abandoned and was 
breaking up in a gale. 


The crew is safe, but the 


Erawan is finished. 


The ship went aground off a 


small fishing village on the 
Nova Scotia coast. It was dark 
when Ihey hit. 


The crew had joked about he- 


ing jinxed during their forced 
stay in Menominee. They said 
today that the feeling was stilt 
alive. 


"We definitely felt it ever 


since we came into the lakes," 
said Bob Haoerman, the ship's 
liason. "There's just been cons- 
tant problems. It just hasn't let 
up."

trick's Pride." 


The crew will split up now. 


Their adventure aboard the 
dowdy tall ship is over, and Es- 


nos, for the first time in four 
years, is without a ship. 


The Erawan. he said; carried 


between 1300,000 and WW.OW in 
insurance, but that isn't enough 
to cover the cost of the ship. 


Meanwhile. Haberman, a re- 


tired professor, is returning 
home to Long Island, to think. -

anything like this again," he 
said.

When the ship was locked into
